WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


federal government renewed its 
long legal battle with the U.S. 
Communist parly Thursday. A 
grand jury indicted the party 
•gain for failing to register as a 
Communist action group. 


This time, however, the Jus- 


tice Department took pains to 
•void the loopholes that brought 
about an appeals court reversal 
of a 1962 conviction on the same 
charge. 


The party's spokesman, Gus 


Hall, told a New York news con- 
ference 
the indictment is a 


move to silence opposition to 
U.S. military involvement in 
South Viet Nam. "Red smog, 
mixed with Texas dust," he 
called it.

The 12-count indictment re- 


turned by a federal grand jury, 
have specified that the party not 
only failed to register, but did 
so in the full knowledge that a 
volunteer was available and 
willing to register on behalf of 
the party. 


The U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals, in reversing the 1962 con- 
viction, ruled on Dec. 17, 1963, 
that the government had the 
burden of proving — but had 
failed to prove — that a volun- 
teer, unconcerned about possi- 
ble 
self-incrimination, 
was 


available to sign the registra- 
tion form and statement for the 
party. The appeals court re- 
turned the case to the District 
Court here for either, a new 
trial, if the government request- 
ed it, or a directed verdict of 
acquittal. 


The old indictment will be 


retried 
March 15, indicating 


that-the government has some 
confidence that' it can prove the 
availability of a volunteer dur- 
ing the period covered by that 
indictment —11 days in Novem- 
ber 1961.

The 12th count of the new in- 


dictment — again as in the old

tailed financial accounting. 


The Supreme Court has re- 


fused to rule on the appeals 
court reversal of the 1962 con- 
viction.

"My first thought was of my

I ran back up on the second 
floor. I grabbed the baby and 
told the others to follow me 
elown the stairs." 


He dashed across the street 


to get help and he and a neigh- 
bor tried to put out the blaze. 


The house, located in an area 


designated for an urban re- 
newal project, had no plumbing 
«r running water. 


"I ran into the kitchen where 


we keep a bucket filled with 
water," Owens said, "the buck- 
et was empty so I took it out 
and filled it and threw water on 
the fire, hut 'it didn't do any 
good." 


Owens said he couldn't get 


through the smoke and flame- 
filled stairwell to his family, sr> 
he rushed outside. 


"I tried to climb up the roof,"

opportunity, presented by his 
partner's opening lend, to steer 
declarer into a fatal course 
thnt produced a stunning upset 
of n vulnerable slam contract. 


Souih's jump response of two 


no trump shows a balanced 
hand containing 13 to 15 high 
card points. North had 20 points 
himself and, since the partner- 
ship was assured of a mini- 
mum of 33 points, he left noth- 
ing further to chance and pro- 
ceeded direclly to six no trump. 


Inasmuch • as the 
opposition 


had not shown any interest ;n 
the major suits. West chose to 
open his fourth best heart. This 
proved to be a lucky stab for 
the defense, since East had his 
entire strength concentrated in 


hearts. The latter reacted in a 
curious manner, however, for 
when the six of hearts was 
played from dummy, East put 
up the queen to drive out de- 
clarer's ace. 


Wilh the jack of hearts in 


dummy, by merely playing the 
ten, East can dislodge South's 
stopper and establish two tricks 
for himself. East was looking 
ahead, however, and had de- 
vised a scheme for painting a 
false picture of the distribution 
to the declarer which he hoped 
wou!d lure the latter to his 
downfall. 


Declarer could count 11 top 


tricks — four clubs, four dia- 
monds, one heart and two 
spades. The normal play for 
the 12th is to finesse the jack 
of spades in the hope that West 
has the queen. The fall of the 
cards on.the initial heart trick, 
however, had apparently elimi- 
nated the necessity for relying 
on the mere 50-50 odds of a 
spade finesse. If West has the 
heart ten, then a lead toward 
North's jack-nine can be relied 
on to safely establish declarer's 
12th trick without any guess- 
work. 


South promptly returned a 


heart; however, to his great 
mortification, East c o v e r e d 
dummy's nine with the ten and 
then cashed the king for the 
setting trick. 


Observe that, if East plays 


the ten of hearts on the first 
trick to drive out declarer's 
ACC, South is obliged to take 
the spade finesse for Uck of 
any alternative plan. 


It's a never-ending source of 


amazement to me that people 
think I have some sort of mea- 
suring stick by which I choose 
the Power Girls. Almost every- 
body I meet asks how I deter- 
mine which girls have perfect 
features. 


Years ago I discovered that 


many girls who posses so-called 
perfect features do not have an 
enchanting or even 
a 
pretty 


face. Good features are an as- 
set, yes — but it's the way they 
are balanced and proportioned 
to the rest of the face that 
makes them eye-appealing. 


I can't say that a forehead 


should be so many fractions of 
an inch wide, I can say that if 
your forehead is too low or too 
high, you can arrange your hair 
in high or low bangs to give the 
illusion of a better balance. A 
forehead appears to be in bal- 
ance with the rest of the face 
when it is as wide or slightly 
wider than the space between 
your lower lip and the bottom 
of your chin. 


It's true that eyebrow.s should 


extend from a line that is di- 
rectly above the inner corner of 
the eye to a line directly above 
the bony end of the eye socket. 
But judicious use of pencil will 
turn that trick nicely. 


And a model's eyes must be 


well-spaced. The inner corners 
should he in a line with the 
outer corners of the mouth, 
when the mouth is in repose. 
But a less-than-pcrfect spacing 
of the eyes can be corrected 
beautifully with a little roiiRe 
at the inner corner and a little 
bright eyeshadow at the outer 
corner along the lower lid. 


The rose is important, too! It 


must he neat, wilh a defined 
bridge and nicely curved nos- 
trils. Most women think their 
noses are loo hie. That's pen- 
crally because they have pluck- 


ed Iheir eyebrows, or don't use 
a pencil expertly, or put too 
much accent on the nose by 
powdering it heavily with too- 
light a shade. Again, it's a mat- 
ter of proportion. 


Now, as for the mouth, if it's 


in line with the inner corner of 
your eyes for length and as full 
as a smile for width, it's a prize 
possession. 


Expression? Pleasant, please! 
You see, just as I've always 


said, beauty is what you make of 
what you've got!

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Will Thailand Be 
The Next Arena? 


If anyone had doubts about Red China's 


intentions in Southeast Asia, a broadcast by the 
Peking radio should have dissolved them. The 
broadcast openly named Thailand as the next 
target of a campaign to take over Southeast 
Asia. 


It called for the formation of a "patriotic 


front" to overthrow the pro-Western govern- 
ment of Thailand. Based on past performance 
of the Communists, establishment of subversive 
bands and a propaganda network to try to win 
over villagers and peasants in the Thai country, 
side can be expected. A guerrilla army may be 
formed. 


One cannot help but wonder if Peking was 


emboldened to declare its intentions so flatly by 
the way things have been going in South- Viet 
Nam. Do the Re.ds scent victory? Do they anti- 
cipate a pullout by the United States? Do they 
feel that South Viet Nam is within their grasp 
and they can now move on to the next nation on 
their schedule? 


Thailand is the staunchest ally of the U.S. 


on the Asian mainland. The Communist party is 
outlawed there, though a remnant of Red guer- 
rillas who fought the British in Malaya are be- 
lieved hiding out in the jungles of Southern 
Thailand. 


Thailand is also a member of the Southeast 


Asia Treaty Organization—Bangkok is its head- 
quarters—and while SEATO is not the strongest 
defense alliance, it is an obstacle to any Red 
effort at takeover. Nor is the country divided, 
as is the case in Viet Nam where the Communist- 
controlled north is the focal point of pressure on 
South Viet Nam. 


Would Washington rather have the South- 


east Asian struggle transferred to Thailand? If 
this is the administration's thinking, it would go 
a long way toward explaining the current murky 
attitude in Washington regarding the Vietna- 
mese struggle.

More Than Football 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.-This city, which used to be a 


big automobile town before Studebaker, the harassed 
fifth-place producer of U.S. cars, decided to shift all its 
automotive manufacting to Canada, offers a case study 
of an economic comeback. It's a great story, but 
people here want to be sure that the rest of the country 
gels the picture right. 


.What is resented by many as a demonstrable 


untruth is the type of article that makes the South 
Bend resurgence info a one-way argument for put- 
ting all the cities of America under a Washington 
Department of Urban Affairs. There is no tendency 
to hide the part that a federally sponsored task 
force has played in the effort to retrain some «f the 
older unskilled workers who lost their jobs with ihe 
local Studebaker collapse in 1963. But if there was 
ever an example of grassroots resiliency la over- 
coming a disaster, South Bend is it. 


To begin with, the behavior o£ the Studebaker Cor- 


poration in the face of its recent adversity (now happily 
over) managed to blend responsibility to stockholders 
to the community in a most commendable way. The 
company did not just cut and run, leaving its seven 
thousand local employes (ten per cent of the total 
South Bend working force) out on the streets. Even 
before it closed down its sprawling, ancient automobile 
plant it had started to scour the country for buyers who 
might make use of the buildings for something better 
than warehouses. It lined up the Kaiser Jeep Corpora- 
tion, for example, to take over its defense truck pro- 
duction under an existing government contract. It 
brought in the Cummins Engine Company to take over 
the Studebaker foundry intact. The Allied Products 
Corporation was induced to buy the Studebaker sheet 
metal stamping facilities.. The Essex Wire Company 
and the Huckins Tool and Die Company were other 
purchasers of Studebaker plant space. The result of 
all this is that nothing in the old Studebaker plant has 
gone to waste. And instead of the ten per cent South 
Bend unemployment rate as of the 1963 date of Stude- 
baker's departure, the city now has an unemployment 
of 5.9 per cent, which is just a little above the national 
average. 


The point is.that many of the people at Studebaker 


have just changed their company badges, not their jobs. 
Another big point is that South Bend had anticipated the 
Studebaker troubles simply because the city had had 
a general problem long before its big automobile com- 
pany decided to give up the ghost as an American car 
maker. In the late Nineteen Fifties the Oliver Corpora- 
tion, the Singer Sewing Machine woodworking division 
and the Wilson Shirt Company shut down their South 
Bend operations. "So it wasn't just Sudebaker," says 
Kenneth Burch, the executive vice president of the 
local Chamber of Commerce. South Bend had already 
developed its curative anti-bodies, so to speak when 
the Studebaker blow fell. It had already started to 
repair a bad labor "image" that had persisted ever 
since the first big sitdown strike occurred at the 
Bendix plant. (Bendix, incidentally, has all along 
employed about 12,000 in South Bend.) New industries 
were coming into the city before the big Studebaker 
crisis developed. 


The South Bend picture, then, is one of a funda- 


mentally healthy community that was set to absorb

WASHINGTON-Shortly after 


the Viet Cong raid on Pleiku 
which caused the United States 
to retaliate with its first definite 
large-scale bombing raids on 
North 
Vietnam, this 
column 


reported that the United States 
had been mouselrtpped and 
that the Pleiku attack was the 
result of * Chinese or North 
Vietnamese 
plot 
deliberately 


staged while Premier Kosygin 
was visiting Hanoi. 


More complete 
information, 


now available from the battle- 
front, shows this column was in 
error. The Viet Cong attack was 
staged by a bedraggled handful 
of 100 men, or half a company, 
which 
was 
able to 
achieve 


success only because of sheer 
stupidity and lack of alertness 
by the Americans and the South 
Vietnamese. The attackers had 
nc idea that they would be able 
to penetrate to the very center 
of the American installation as 
they did. 


That it was no Hanoi-conceiv- 


ed plot is obvious from the fact 
that Hanoi could not have plan- 
ned to have all South Vietna- 
mese personnel and all Ameri- 
cans asleep. 


A little band of Viet Cong 


passed through two villages be- 
fore reaching Pleiku. The South 
Vietnamese in the villages are 
supposedly 
friendly 
to t h e 


United States but they sounded 
no alarm. The attackers cut 
the barbed wire around Pleiku 
completely 
undisturbed, 
and 


walked right into the center of 


Has LBJ Made Up His Mind About Vietnam? 


WASHINGTON—An 
ill-planned 


episode of the Napoleonic wars 
produced the British folk rhyme: 


"The good old Duke of York! 
He had ten thousand men; 
He marched them up the hill, 
And marched them down 


again." 


Superficially, that is beginning 


to seem an excellent summary of 
the President's 
management of 


the recent dramatic • retaliation 
against North Vietnam. If this 
growing appearance does not 
prove to be misleading, more- 
over, the final net effect of .the 
two attacks on North Vietnamese 
military bases will be heavily un- 
favorable. 


Conceivably, the final net effect 


could even be the beginning of the 
end of the surprisingly tough and 
enduring resistance of the South 
Vietnamese. The Bay of Tonkin 
pattern suggests the extent of 
the danger. At the outset, of 
course, the American retaliatory 
attack after the episode in the 
Bay of Tonkin caused a remark- 
able upsurge of morale in South 
Vietnam. 


But the trouble was that a fol- 


low-up was universally expected. 
When Gen. Maxwell Taylor's rec- 
ommendation of-a follow-up was 
disapproved.by President Lyndon 
Johnson, South" Vietnamese morale 
plunged so far dovviiward that the 
end was much worse than the be- 
ginning. This pattern of last sum- 
mer will.surely.. be repeated, on 
a giant scale, if the expected fol- 
low-up orice again fails to take 
place. 


Just the opposite' result may be 


anticipated,, however, if the Pres- 
ident has merely been pausing to 
take stock instead of imitating the 
"good old Duke of York." On this 
point the available evidence is 
both scarce and decidedly mixed.

approach was provided fay the 
President himself when he talked 
about the post-Pleiku retaliations 
to a caller. He then compared the 
Vietnamese problem to a person 
with a physical weakness that 
was normally undramatic, but 
was likely to flare up every 
month or so into a stage of dra- 
matic discomfort. 


President Johnson would hardly 


have used this curious image if 
he had then been thinking about 
the two retaliatory attacks on 
North Vietnamese territory as 
having a logical and necessary se- 
quel.

And 
there is also evidence pointing in 
this direction. 


To begin with, the wise decis- 


ion has reportedly been taken 
already that the next operations 
against the north—if any are or- 
dered— will be responses to Com- 
munist attacks on South Viet- 
namese rather than responses to 
attacks on Americans. Responding 
only to attacks 
on Americans 


would, of course, be fatal in South 
Vietnam. But this decision, in ef- 
fect, means that the President is 
still free to order a response at 
almost any moment.

CLOSE CONNECTION — Jack

Some of the leaders of this 


group believe that the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy was presented a 
similar proposal and that he op- 
posed it. They believe that he 
voiced his opposition in a letter 
to the then Gov. Mike DiSalle of 
Ohio. 


According to individuals who re- 


call the letter, Kennedy declared 
that such a proposal would strike 
at the very heart of federal-state 
relationships. 


However, thus far no one has 


been able to locate a copy of it. 
There's a good chance, though, 
that if DiSalle's files don't turn it 
up, it will eventually come to 
light in the Kennedy papers. 


Members of the ROA hope the

Then, too, public opinion as re- 


vealed by the Louis Harris Poll 
has begun to give the President 
a freedom of action in Ihe Viet- 
namese crisis which he did not 
previously enjoy. Among his ad- 
visors in the Executive branch, 
moreover, there is virtual unani- 
mity. 


All but one or two not especially 


significant Stale Department offi- 
cials have joined the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in calling for a program 
of tough, sustained pressure on 
North Vietnam. The real counter- 
advice, such as it is, comes from 
the President's old Senate col- 
leagues. 


Finally, there are the simple 


facts of the situation now confront- 
ing the President. South Vietnam 
is now being invaded each month 
by at least a thousand soldiers of 
the North Vietnamese Regular 
Army. The real number of these 
invaders is probably much larg- 
er by now than the minimum fig- 
ure currently in use in Washing- 
ton. The responsible Americans 
in Saigon, both civil and military, 
have warned that if the Commu- 
nist guerrillas are continuously 
and freely reinforced by these in- 
vaders, the war in South Vietnam 
will sooner or later be lost. 


Add up these items of evidence, 


both pro and con. Add, too, that 
Lyndon B. Johnson is a formid- 
able leader who is not at all the 
sort of man to submit feebly to a 
great national defeat if he is per- 
suaded that the danger is real. 


On balance, it then seems a bit 


more likely that the President will 
base his actions on the combined 
advice of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and his principal civilian 
aides. But if he is going to do this, 
he must be going to take action 
very soon indeed. For if much 
more lime slips by, the rhyme 
about the Duke of York will clear- 
ly become applicable.

What is resented b y m any as a dem onstrab le 
untruth is the type of article that m akes the South 
Bend resurgence Into a one-way argum ent for put­ 
ting all the cities of A m erica under a W ashington 
D epartm ent of U rb an Affairs. T here is no tendency 
to hide the part that 
a federally sponsored task 
force has played in the effort to retrain some of the 
older unskilled w orkers who lost their job s with the 
local Studeb aker collapse in 1963. But if there was 
ever an exam ple of grassroots resiliency in over­ 
coming a disaster. South Bend is it. 


To b egin with, the b ehavior of the Studeb aker Cor­ 
poration in the face of its recent adversity « now happily 
over« m anaged to b lend r^ x m sib ility to stockhokl« *« 
to the com m unity in a miwt commemdab le way. Tha 
com pany did not just cut and run. leaving its seven 
thousand local em ployes « ten per cent of the total 
South Bend working force> out on the streets. Even 
b efore it closed down its spraw ling, ancient autom ob ile 
plant it had started to scour the country for b uyers who 
m ight m ake use 
(d the b uildings for som ething b ettw 
than w arehouses. It lined up the K aiser Jeep C orpora­ 
tion, for exam ple, to take over its defense truck pro­ 
duction under 
an existing governm ent contract. 
It 
b rought in the C um m ins Engine Com pany to take over 
the Studeb aker fmmdry intact. The Allied P roduct! 
Corporation was induced to b uy the Studeb aker shw t 
m etal stam ping facilities. The E ssex W ire Com pany 
and the Huckins Tool and Die Com pany w ere other 
purchasers of Studeb aker plant space. The r « ult of 
all this is that nothing in the old Studeb aker plant has 
gone to w aste. And instead of the ten per cent South 
Bend unem ploym ent rate as of the 1963 date of Stude- 
b ak er's departure, the city now has an unem ploym ent 
of 5.9 per cent, which is just a little ab ove the national 
average. 
The point is that m any 
<d the p e tite at Studeb aker 
have just changed their com pany b adges, not their job s. 
Another b ig point is that South Bend had anticipated the 
Studeb aker troub les sim ply b ecause the city had had 
a general prob lem long b efore its b ig autom ob ile com­ 
pany decided to give up the ghost as an A m erican car 
m aker. In the late Nineteen Fifties the Oliver C orpora­ 
tion, the Singer Sewing M achine woodworking division 
and the Wilson Shirt Company shut down their South 
Bend operations. “ So it w asn't Ju.st Sudeb aker," says 
Kenneth Burch, the executive vice president of the 
local C ham b er of C om m erce. South Bend had already

Has LBJ Mad e Up His Mind Ab out Vietnam? 


WASHINGTON—An 
ill-planned 
episode of the Napoleonic w ars 
produced the B ritish folk rhym e; 


“ The good old D uke of York! 
He had ten thousand m en; 
He m arched them up the hill. 
And m arched them down 
again.” 


Superficially, that is b eginning 
to seem an excellent sum m ary of 
the P resident's m anagem ent of 
the 
recent 
dram atic 
retaliation 
against N orth V ietnam . 
If this 
growing 
appearance 
does 
not 
prove to b e m isleading, m ore­ 
over, the final net effect of the 
two attacks on North V ietnam ese 
m ilitary b ases will b e heavily un­ 
favorab le. 
Conceivab ly, the final net effect 
could even b e the b eginning of the 
end of the surprisingly tough and 
enduring resistance of the South 
V ietnam ese. The Bay of Tonkin 
pattern 
.suggests the extent

attack after the episode in the 
Bay of Tonkin caused a re m ark ­ 
ab le upsurge of m orale in South 
Vietnam .
